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WORK OF THE DAUNTLESS. 


She Is Busy Carrying Arms and Sup- 
plies to the Cubans. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Oct. 19.—While 
Federal officials have been searching for the 
Dauntless since she landed the munitions in 
Cuba, which were taken on at Palm Beach 
about ten days ago, that vessel has been 


busily engaged in landing more n and 
men for the insurgents. 

She made her second landing on Tuesday 
of last week, and it is said that she is now 
on her third trip to the island. 

The Dauntless got the arms from a small 
island at the lower end of Turtle harbor, 
where the Cubans have established a store- 
house for supplies. The munitions of war, 
medicines and stores are taken to the island 
by sailing vessels, and as the place is fifty 
miles south of here there has been little 
danger of detection. 

A supply of coal in sacks has been landed 
on the island and this accounts for the 
length of time the Dauntless has been away 
from any port where she could have ob- 
tained fuel. 

The Dauntless is now under bond because 
of a former trip and will attempt te avoid 
being swag in custody again until a con- 
tract for five trips to Cuba is completed. 

The discovery of the second expedition of 


the Dauntless was made by fishermen from 
Lemon City, who were attracted by; the 
queer actions of a three-masted schooner 
opposite the south end of Biscayne Bay. 
They thought the vessel was in distress 
and put out toward her. 

Just before dark she put into Turtle har- 
bor, and that night they saw a steamer 
which they knew to the Dauntless enter 
Turtle Harbor and lay to near the island. 
She left before morning. 

It is also reported hare that thé’ tug Enter- 
prise of Perth Amboy, N. J., Capt. Conover, 
which stopped at St. * b last Thurs- 
day and was searched by the Collector and 
United States Marshal, hds instructions to 
go to the supply station and load for Cuba. 
A revenue cutter is expected here in a day 
or two to break up the Cuban storehouse.

KING GOLD’S USURPATIONS. 


One of the statements of Archbishop 
Ireland is that all civilized countries have 
seen the benefits of a gold standard and 
have adopted, and now retain, it from 
choice. 

The claim will not bear investigation. 
The first adoption of the gold standard 
by any nation was by England in 1816. 
The records show that the act was in 
opposition to and over the protest of the 
middle and laboring classes. At that 
time these classes were not voters, as 
they are now, and opposition was in- 
effective? 

Germany adopted the gold standard in 
1872, not by force of necessity or any 


fortune of war. The immense sum of 
monéy paid by France as war indemnity 
gave a redundant money supply and Ger- 
many put her silver on the market. She 
now wants it back, as indicated by reso- 
lution of the Reichstag and the recent 
letter to Gov. Culberson of her great ex- 
Chancellor. 

The United States adopted the gold 
standard through devious and dishonest 
tricks of legislation against which the 
people, regardless of party, have since 
continually protested, and against the 
continuance of which every prominent 
party leader, Democrat and Republican, 


protesting for twenty years. 

The action of the United States in 
1873 forced France and the other coun- 
tries in the Latin Union to close their 
mints to silver. The action of all these 


countries forced Austria-Hungary iato 


line, 

The demonetization of silver by Eng- 
land and Germany could not force other 
European Governments to abandon sil- 
ver. It was the action of this Govern- 
ment in 1873 which forced them to a gold 
basis. That fact alone is sufficient proof 
that this Government can now, by a re- 
turn to bimetallism, force Europe to 
return to it. 

Prince Bismarck, remembering the 
financial power of the United States in 
1873, is quick to see how we are now in 
a position to lead the world back to the 
double standard. He knows that Ger- 
many is ready to co-operate with us and 
he realizes that England would invite 
her own ruin by standing out against the 
rest of the world. And he understands 
that the new electorate im that country 
would not tolerate public disaster for the 
enrichment of the money class.

Charles D. Lane and I. N. Stevens, lead - 
ers of the Natlonal Silver party, who were 
in the city Saturday, are confident that 
William J. Bryan is going to sweep the 
country November 3. 

They base their convictions upon close in- 
vestigation of the conditions in the doubtful 
States and their intimate knowledge of the 
campaign that is being made by the allied 


forces of free silver. 

As Chairman of the National Committee 
of the Silver party, Mr. Lane has been per- 
sonally conducting the campaign in the 
Pacific Slope States.
